What Secretary McApoo wants, hav-
ing to check out for the war billg as
they come In, Is money—mooney by the
tens of billlons. What he knows 1s
that the only place to go for the tens
uf billlons of money which he must
have to meet those war bills is wher-
éver that mooey Is—North, Bouth,
East, West ; big Income, moderate In-
come and little Income,

Mr. Kiremiy may bever have
thought of it, but the Secretary of the
Freasury knows. for example, that all
the dividends pal!@ by all the corpora-
tions, gigantic and puny, of which
ofticlal record Is made in the Wall
Street dividend liste, amounted Inst
year to exactly $1,002,138,786. So if
Alr. KiTcHIN took every last penny of
such dividends awany from those who
now recelve them—ihe rich man, the
poor man, the widows, the orphans,
the public institutions—his cdnscrip-
tion of wealth might be enough to
grease the gun earrlages of the artll-
lery of our fleld forces for a year, but
it would be none too much to pay the
war bills of this country for, about a
fortnight.

Mr. KitcHIN muy never hove heard
of it, but the Secretary of the Treas-
ury knows that ln n single business—
rallroada—the annual Incomes of em-
ployees ranging from $3,000 down
foot up to two and n quarter billlons
of dollars n year. Merely the em-
ployees of the rallway Industry re-
oelve a total Income two and n quare
ter times un great os all those divi-
dends pald out by the rullroads them-
.solves, by the great steel companies,
the great shipbullding planks, 1lie
grent munition plants, the great gyld
and copper mines, the great finnnclal
fnstitutiohs—the thousand aud one
corporations whose dividends go to
mililons of stockholders.

Mr. KimtHix may never have
dreamed of It, but the Becretary of
the Treasury knows that unleas the
Government, wanting elght billlons n
year In taxes, goes to the whole mnss
of the Amerlcan people for It, the
Government will never get it, becawse
it tsn't anywhere else to grt,

Hecretury McApon's  recommenda-
tions merit from the press and from
the public extended consideration and
repented discussion. Mr. Kircniy,
however stubborn In his economle
and financinl stupldity, must in large
measure yleld to them,

Barbarous Bubmarine Warfare,

When Captaln RAPHAEL SpMuEs of
the Confederate crulser Alnbama cap-
tured the Hatteras In the clvil war
every living belng on board the Unlited
Btates ship was safely conveyed to
the Alabama before the prize was de-
ftroyed,

This was done In recognition of
the indubitable rule of International
law that where circumstances de-
mand the destruction of an enemy
merchantman due provision must be
made by the captors for the pafely
of the passengers and crew of the
eaptured vesssl and the preservaton
of the ship’s papera.

“We were making war," sald Cap-
taln Semumes afterward, “upon the
enemy's commerce and not upon his
unarmed seamen. It guve me ns
much pleasure to treat these with hu-
manity as It did to destroy his ships."

The Naval Prize Regulations of the

at the outbreak of the present war,

provided that “the ecaptor must be
fore destroying his prize insure the
safety of the persons on board and,
as far as possible, their effects, to-
geibor with the ship's papers.”

Is the safety of men, women and
children Insured by driving them
from their ship into small boats and
casting them adrift In the opea sea
many miles from land or any pros-
pective suceor?

A a result of the German subma-
rine ralds on our coastwise| traffic
sixteen clvilians .are known t6 have
perished and tweaty-four more are
reported to be missing.

With this record before us It Is
idie for thisir apologista to €laim that
the Germans are now complying with
their obligations under the law of
patlons, Thelr submarine command-
ers have not netively murdered an
many noncombhtants as usual, by
shooting them on deck or In the life
boata, but {hey have murdered pas-
sengers and crew Indirectly by ex-
posing them to conditlons of wind
and weather which were bound
prove fatal, : g

To pretend that this fe eivilised
warfare Is to insult the Intelligence
of mankind.

The Mariaes ot Chatean Thierry.

The personnel of the Marine Corps
changes with time, its numbers in-
crease with the needs of fhe nation,
but its spirit and skill remaln unim-
paired. The same sest for dity, the
same determination to attaln the ob-
Jectives of tfiwir expeditions that have
been displayed by the men of this
splendid crganization wherever fate
has carrivd them in Its éventful ca-
reer are written In the record of their
admiration compelling econduct at
Chatean Thierry, where their success-
ful advance has won new honors for
thelir colors

Since the marines went to Europe
the necessary vell of secrecy has hid-
den their activities from thelir friends
at home—and who Is not a friend of
the marinds? It has been known
that their first ambition, to close with
the enemy, was not gratified as
quickly as they desired. But the mil-
itary dutles that fell to them took
precedence of thelr master wish, and
thesp they nccomplished with the nlert-
ness and thoroughness that charace
terize all their performances. They
did not rust; the proof of that Is in
the tributes pald to them by the
French who stood at their side when
it last the command 0 advafice mme.
In the comments of the veterans
there is only one note thit might be
construed to imply criticlem; it Is a
criticlgm the marines ean beéar with
equanimity, for it is based on their
eagerness to-fidvance, The tendency
of American fighters to go beyond the
limits decreed by the high command
has been discussed Iin several eom-
munieations from France; It must
be restrainéd and It will be restralned,
for the Americans are as quick to
learn to curb thelr impulses as they
are to amsimilate instruction in other
detalls of the military art.

The marines have done no less
than was expected of them; they
would not do more, Their Intrepldity
and resourcefulness, thelr quick com-
prehension, their adapuable genius,
have set the siandard of public ex-
pectation high, but the corps Is to-day,
as It always has been, completely
capable of attaining it

Dr. Muchion on the Kalser's Per-
sonal Responsibility.

The present disclosures of Dr. Wiz~
HELM Mturow, a former director of
Krupps, as to Germany's responsibllity
for begining the war appear to be a
confirmation and proof of the truth
of his ®arller nssertions which the

«Uerman Government undertook to

mbat In the Relcnatag. He glves

ith more details the interviews with
Dr. Ksvrr von Bonren and former
Vice-Chancellor Dr. HelrremicH re-
gurding Germany's Initiative In pre-
cipitating a universal war, and he
nlso quotes from documents and let-
ters In substantintion of many of his
statements. !

All this may be Interesting, but It
Is doubtful If it Is In the lenst mote-
rial to the preseut situalion. The
nllied natlons are looking forward
with determlination to a vietorious
end of the war, not backward to the
intrigues and selfish ambitions that
foreed It upon the world, The Ger-
man Government has taken a charac-
teristic method of minimizing the ef-
fect of this disclosure. Viee-Chan-
cellor voN Paves in his statement to
Ahe Reichstag sald that Dr. M{‘nrox
wis A rlck, nervous man, “nol re-
sponsible for his netlons becnuse of
his many nervous hreakdowns,"
Prince LicHKOWBKY's case was dl-
agnosed In a similar manner, The
former German Ambassador to Lon-
don should be confined in an insane
nsylum! Avaevsr Besgr once ex-
pressed this method of repreasion by
saying: “Formerly inconvenient peo-
ple were put Into monauteries; te-
day they are put into sanatoriums."

In view of tha Kalser's display of
profound sorrow on the battlefields
of the woest and his eloquent dls-
clalmers of responsibilliy for the war
some quotations from Dr. MUnion's
statement are pertinent. Deseribing
the Kalser's agreement with Austria
on the Berblan ultimatum he says:

*“I got the Impression that the cholce
of words had nol been agresd upon,
which was & dangerous omisalon by
German diplomacy In view of the riaks
CGermany was taking. In effect Aus-
tria waa given carte blanche, and der-
many agreed without condition to every
thing Austria wrote into the note'

The Kalser then hurrled away on
his yacht to Norweglan waters to he
surprised by the outhreak of war,

Relating how the Kalser forced all
the German leaders to become Invol-

mcﬁm&.uumeﬂmmuwmﬂw.
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he aseembled them
as his guests and then nuq.

“'Now, pentiemen, advance, and as we
sTAM hands promise me you will mtand
with me to the Inst breath’

“The guests ocould hardly do other-
wise when thus bidden by thelr imperial
host in his own sastle te shake hands
with him, and thus a Ww was extorted
which would be of vflue only If given
frealy.”

Dr. MOnton puts the responaibility
of the “no quarter to prisoners” or-
der In Belgium upon the Kalser him-
wif. Mo says:

“I have reosived a letler from the
Beld which brings me tMe unheard of
Infermation that the Emperor has him-
stlf sald he had enough priseners, and
has 10l his oMests he hoped they would
taks good care to make no more pria-
oners.

Karly In the war when the German
professprs were expending hate on
England and the other allled nations,
one of théem éxclaimed, "Let Germany
write the history of the war and teil
how she was foreed into the strug-
ge” 1In the writing of this history
it would be Interesting to know how
much of the published official docu-
ments and how much of the dlacio-
sures made by Prince Licanowsky
and Dr. MOaron will be twed.

Onr Protected Wild Fowl and Shere
Birds

The passage by the Honse of Repre-
sentatives on Thursday, after an all
day debate on Tuesday, of the Treaty
Enabling act for the protection of mi-
gratory birda In the United States,
completes the cycle of leglslation that
has been fought for by conservation-
ists and sportsmen for a period of
fourieen years. Previously the Sen-
ate had passed the DI, but bécause
of chahges mowle by the House it will
have to be repassed again, which
doubtiess will be more or leas of a
formnlity, The House vote was 48
opposed to 238, practienlly ‘a vote in
its favor of five to vne.

The act meuns protection for the
migrants from the Arcllc Ocean to
the Quif of Mexico, with no State In
the United Biates or province in Can-
ada having more than three and a
half mogth's shooting for wild fowl,
with a shorter period for shore birds
and with absolute protection to the
smaller shore birds and certaln song
and inséctivorons birds that ald ag-
riculture.

Bome years ago “Our Yaulshing
Wild Fowl and Shore Birds" wonld
have been the proper tiile for a dis-
cushion of these specles threatened
with annihllation under State and
provincial laws that selfishiy per-
mitted the migrants belonging to no
one Btate or province or even natlon
to be killed during long open periods
with a large bag limit or no limit
at all,

The birds were hombarded from
the time they left the north In the
fall until they returned In the spring
from the south, the Intter gunning
killlng off the mating birds and stop-
ping all chances for a future brood.
The rapld decrense of certnin specles
and the disuppearance of others fin-
ally aroused Congress to the need of
Federal protection for these migrants
that belonged to no one section of
the country, let alone State.

Although the original bill by
Oronce Burzas 3d was Introduced
December 5, 1004, It was not until
March 8, 1013, that the legisintion
was finally passed, whea the natlonal
welfare demanided ndwuate protec-
tfon for these birds, Incldentally the
regiintlons of the Blologital Survey
of thr Department of Agriculture, In
whose cnre the hirds were given,
permitted In all parts of the country n
falr shooting time, without showlng
favorltlsm to any section.

With the ratifieation of the Cana-
dinn treaty three years later the way
wns proudly paved; and Biate after
Stnte Leglsluture hias made open and
close seasons on these migrants to
rolnelde with Federal regulntions nind
hns glven protection to specles In need
of i1t. Bince Federal regulations have
heen put Into effect wild fowl have
%0 Increased that the Federal Govern-
ment proposes to he more llberal and
give the sportsmen nn additional half
hour's shooting before sunrise,

REAL ESTATE TAXES.

Should Those Pald on Residemces Be
Deducted From Income!

To Tue EviTor oF TRE SuN=S8ir, In
revising the Federal Income tax, s In
proposed, It would be well to coneider
the cutting out of certain deductions
now allowable, mnd unnecessarily al-
lowable. ‘Thi® can be done without in-
Justice to tuxpayers, but with the result
that the taxabls incoms will be consld-
erably Increased.

There Is a large amount of reslden-
tial property—real estate—octcupied by
ita owners which contributes nothing
by its upe % taxable Income. l.ocal
taxes pald en this Kind of property
throughout the country must be a very
considerable sum. Buch taxes should
not be deductable, am now, In vur Fed-
eral tax returne, They nre properly a
part of the personal expensesn of the
owner. Thia lg uleo true of Interest pald
on & uele secured by mortgage on the
class of property defined. Huch Interest
i# practically rent, belonging to the own-
er's personal expense.

Local taxes pald on certain classes
of tangible personal property should not
be deductable, Buch is property hem for
the owner's use and pleasure, llke house-
hold furniture, books, pictures, &e.; al
jewelp, hormes, carriages, automobile
and other luxurien.

Our present luw provides that con-
tributions to charitable organizationa up
to 15 per vent. of one's taxable Income
may be deducted. Hus |t not been ye-
ported (hat some taxpayers have re-
fused (o avall themselves of this reduc-
ducdon? Ferhaps It iw not wholly satls-
factory to have one's gifis to good causes
rewarded In this way., Anyway it ia
hardly probabis that the repeal of the
provision In question would mest any
serious opposition eor prove any great
hardship to charities depending on pub.
lio generosily for mupport. Let this de-
duction be cut out like the ather de-
ductione suggested, and »0 add a very
conalderable amount to the taxabile in-
come, n.

Allen, who In his letter to Tun @0n an-
swars my letter to you en "Our Eeo-
nomia Future,” should advoeste the rée-
toration of dimetalliom shows how great

That this question was not overlooksd
s shown by the following paragraph
trom my article “The Resurrection of the
Bilver Peril,” published in the Jewrnal
of Commaerce lant JAnuary:

The issuance of paper money In War
Is & temporary malter provided a matlon
remains selvent. But Bimetalllam when
onde restored would remain, Bimetalllam
may have (e be tesoried to to maintaln
the parity of paper momey; (L Will nel
malntaln the parity of Lread, fbiten, wool
and fusl. And for the benefit of the Iit-
eral minded, by parity I mean what hith-
orte has meant normal average pricks.

Bo Mr. Allen will see that 1 did net

overlook that there has been an enor:
mous expansion of paper money, and
that I conoede that It might be necansary
in order to maintain the parity of paper
money through bimetalllsm before we
get through. Wa only differ as fto
whether that time has arrived and
whether it is likely to arrive, And we
no doubt also differ as to the effect of
bimetallism on prices; that {s, the cost
of living. I repeat that the issuance of
paper money In war is A temporary mat-
ter provided & nation remains solvent
The United Btates will reoain solvent
at all costs, sven 1f the pressnt war
taxes must be kept In forés indennitely
after the war. It is beiter heavily to
tax the rich directly.even in peace than
to tax the laborer, and aven mors 80
the salaried class by Indirect partial con-
fiscation operating through the medium
of impaired purchasing power, better
than to tax the rich and the man of
moderate means indirectly by driving
thelr invesiments into recelverships ow-
ing to disproportion in cost of operation
to the lagging incremse in grosp carn-
ingm.

Mr. Allen says: “To malntain the sin-
gle standard In the face of this enor-
mous inflation of paper rthoney would
be to give an undue value to gold.
Therefors T would rehabliitate silver and
utilize It with gold to serve as a basis
for the growing stock of paper money."

His plen s then not to keep paper
mofiey up to the standard of the gold
it represents, and which the Qovernmen{
is ln h b or later teo
glve In exchange for it on demand, but
to pull down the standard of valucs, &
different matter from the aAggresate
value, of tlie metal restrve by increasing
its quantity by the Injection of a baser
metal. Paper money sécured by farm
1oans on & safe margin, guaranteed by
the Goverament, is better monéy than
sllver at §1 an ounce, which Is an arbi-
trary valuation, and which would rap-
idly drop In purchasing power under
the stimulus to production of the metal
which bimetalllam would give.

Mr. Allen further says: “It ia sald
that the world owes ur a lot of money.
Well, If It does we must make it &s
casy as possible for the world to pay.”

It |s easier for the world to pay In &
dehased currency founded on bimetal-
lismy than In currency based on the gold
standard, just as It is easier for a per-
sonal debtor to pay with something Jena
valuable than agreed. But this Ia not
sound finance,

MF Allen asks: *"Will Mr, Vezin kindly
tell us why the American dollar Is at
a diseount in the neuiral money markels
of the world," &e

The American dollar, represented In
person, and not by its paper deputy, not
mercly represented by blils of exchange,
iv not at a discount, It Is this very
question as to what “legal ‘tender”

Inte montly confine their activitiea to the
discusnion of bills and enactments, to
political and legislative biokering, 'per-
sonal recrimination, &c¢. They wssume
that wine Is an evil. They have by no
means proved It to be such. The only
argumients they employ in favor of the
abolition of wine to which any valldity
nt all attaches are economic arguments,
They exalt the mmterial at the expenns
of the spiritual, forgetting or perhaps
balng ignorant of the truth that *“the
life {» more than meat, and the body
than ralment."
